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One of the first questions people ask when they visit our area is

seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood 1s sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper ts actually some other species. 57% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.

Blockbuster Is Near Extinction —- 
and So Is a Daily Experience

They were blue and yellow and you could see their 
signs from far away. At their peak, they averaged 
nearly 100 per state, and it felt as if there was one 
on every corner. We joined their ranks. We had their 
membership cards. We knew their hours. 


They were called Blockbuster, and if you are under 
20 and reading this, you may not know what I’m 
talking about. Blockbuster is the American buffalo 
of the home entertainment world, once mighty, now 
all but gone. 


I thought about this when I read that Blockbuster 
will soon close two of its remaining three stores, 
leaving it with one—one?—in all of the United 
States. From 4,500 stores in this country, from 
nearly 85,000 employees around the world, to one 
American outlet. One? 


Bend, Oregon. That’s where youll have to go to 
wander the aisles and do what so many of us did in 
the ‘80s and ‘90s—“pick up a movie.” 


It’s hard to fathom. Sure, many retail business have 
gone belly up or vanished in mergers. There are no 
more Marshall Field’s stores, or Filene’s, or W.T. 
Grants, or Hudson’s. But these were largely regional 
shopping experiences. 


Blockbuster was everywhere. That was the idea. You 
could be on vacation, on a business trip, visiting your 
cousins in Duluth, but you found the local Blockbuster 
and you whipped out your blue and yellow membership 
card and you drove home with a clunky cassette tape 
of Die Hard or Back to the Future or Terminator that 
you popped in your—ahem—VHS player. 


And, oh, yeah. After two days, you had to bring it 
back. Or get fined. 


THE EXTINCTION OF A DAILY EXPERIENCE 
Remember that? It was an everyday American 
conversation: 

“Where are you going?” 

“To grab some dinner.” 

“Stop by Blockbuster and get us a good movie.” 
“Where are you going?” 

“To grab some dinner.” 

“Stop by Blockbuster and take the movies back.” 
Pick up. Drop off. It was, for many, a daily experience. 
Blockbuster made it easy for you, with mailbox-like 
units that you could deposit your used movies in 
like letters. You didn’t even have to get out of your 


car. You pulled up, rolled down your window... 


And in writing this, I realize how absolutely ancient 
that must seem to a teenager. 


Yes, kids, just as we used to hunt animals to bring 
food to the tribe, so, too, did we journey into the 
snowy night so our families could enjoy another 
viewing of Home Alone. 


Now, perhaps you think I’m going to wax nostalgic 
about the good old days of videos with covers, or 
endless aisles of “Horror,” “Family,” “Foreign,” or the 
joy of checking out the “New This Week” display, 
or the oft-repeated conversations from Anchorage to 
Miami that began with holding up a particular tape 
and asking a Blockbuster salesperson, “Is this any 
good?” 


But no. That’s not my point. Shopping methods 
have changed so much, so fast, that you barely have 
time to wave goodbye before a drone from Amazon 
drops a package on your head. 


No, what struck me when I read about Blockbuster 
being down to one store is how vast those stores 
used to feel. It was like walking into the New York 
Public Library. You couldn’t possibly ever watch 
all those movies, you thought, or even sift through 
them. 


Yet the inventory of a Blockbuster store now 
seems like an empty fridge. Amazon and iTunes 
can bring 10 Blockbusters up on your computer 
screen. Netflix, Hulu, HBO, Showtime, Paramount, 
National Geographic—they are all in the movie or 
series business now, providing a lifetime’s worth of 
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choices to sit and watch. You could die of popcorn 
consumption just trying to keep up. 


AN INVESTMENT OF OUR TIME 

So I guess maybe I am being a bit nostalgic, not fora 
franchise, but for the effort once required to amuse 
ourselves. I mean, to visit a Blockbuster, we had to 
get in a car. A car! To think! 


Go back even further, before multiplexes, before 
cable TV, before TV at all, and we used to wait until 
the local movie house changed its feature—its one 
feature—to have a new film to watch. 


It makes you wonder what we did with all that time. 
If I took all the hours in my life I’ve spent perusing 
choices of movies—not watching them, just deciding 
which ones to watch—I could likely make more films 
than Spielberg. 


One store. You think about all those people who used 
to stock the shelves, all the hours we put in going up 
and down the aisles, all the money we spent because 
we kept Ghostbusters four days too long. 


One store. I don’t know what the folks in Bend, Oregon, 
are doing differently. But I kind of want to visit. 


I still have some credit on a Blockbuster gift card.

Why Blame It on Politics?

I was born a Democrat and I’m sure I'll die one. My 
father was a Democrat and my mother is a Demo- 
crat. That’s normally the way it works. There is 
nothing unusual about following the political lean- 
ings of your parents. 


Most of my friends are Republicans. There should 
be nothing surprising about that. I’ve lived a long 


life surrounded by people who I disagree with on 
numerous political topics. But that doesn’t have 
much to do with friendship. 


However, when I’m at home or at any family gath- 
ering, ’m almost entirely among Democrats. And 
not just any Democrats. I’ve got four generations of 
females whose hearts bleed. They range in age from 
86 to two years old. Trust me—the two-year-old is 
a Democrat. 


We whine, bitch, moan, gnash teeth, wring hands 
and bite nails. We watch Morning Joe (who has 
somehow morphed from our ultra conservative con- 
gressman to Mika’s husband). We react to President 
Trump’s tweets with disbelief.

Cover Artist

Justin Gaffrey has always been 
a creative force along the Emerald 
Coast. From his time as head chef 
and restaurateur of Café Sublime 
in Gulf Place to his now astounding 
art career, Mr. Gaffrey has become a 
household name. 


He began his art career after 
traveling the world and discovering 
the work of Van Gogh. He was 
specifically inspired by Van Gogh’s 
“Sunflowers” and the way the artist 
used thousands of brush strokes to 
build layers and create the complete 
composition of the painting. 


Mr. Gaffrey took this inspiration and 
returned from his travels to apply 
this to his own work. He mixed latex 
house paint with latex caulk to create 
a heavily textured style by stacking 
layers of paint onto the canvas with 
a palette knife. This technique soon 
became recognizable to admirers and 
collectors in the area, and quickly 
expanded into the southeast and 
beyond. Mr. Gaffrey later switched to 
heavy bodied artists acrylics, which 
he still uses today. 


Apart from his passion for art and 
creating, Mr. Gaffrey has always been 
dedicated to serving his community. 
Combining his love of food and 
cooking, he has been heavily involved 
with Food for Thought, a not-for- 
profit organization based in Santa 
Rosa Beach that provides backpacks 
filled with healthy, easy-to-prepare 
food for students who are dependent 
on free or reduced school meals. 


He has donated paintings to be 
auctioned off at events in order to 
raise funds for the organization, and 
he’s taught kids how to make easy 
and healthy meals at home utilizing 
the Food for Thought kitchen. Justin 
Gaffrey’s two passions, food and 
art, come together to help empower 
students and work toward ending 
childhood hunger along the Emerald 
Coast and beyond. 


The artist’s collectors span from 
Norway to Australia, Ireland, and 
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all over the United States. His work 
has been featured in publications 
such as Southern Living, Florida 
Digest, and Better Homes & Gardens. 
Mr. Gaffrey has toured all over the 
country with his work and has had 
museum and gallery shows in New 
York, Miami, Nashville, New Orleans, 
and Richmond, Virginia. 


His own gallery, located in Santa 


Rosa Beach, houses his latest 
collections of paintings and 
sculptures, including his most 


recent series, “Equation: Movable 
Art That Solves the Problems of the 
World,” consisting of mixed media 
artworks with moving parts. The 
Justin Gaffrey Gallery is open to 
the public and available for private 
events as well. 


All of the work Mr. Gaffrey creates 
is inspired partially by nature but, 
most notably, by human nature 
and life experience. The underlying 
motif of his work is the connection 
of all things through nature, shared 
experiences, and the passion to 
create and learn new things.

“To be honest with you, it doesn’t matter what the 
label is. I consider myself a musician. Drummer, 
percussionist, musician...all three of them work for

me. 


Roberto Padron is a mighty familiar face in the area. 
From Scott Rockwood’s projects like The Bankwalkers, 
house gigs with Jacob Mohr and Drew Powell, sitting 
in at Mike Whitty’s brunch at The Bay, or filling in 
for bands like The Wildlife Specials when the need 
arises Padron can be found performing from one end 
of Beachcomberland to the other. 


Notably, he is part of Season Ammons’ regular backing 
band and was a featured player on The Wide Open’s 
album. “I think it was almost two years ago, I went 
to Wimberley, Texas, and recorded The Wide Open, 
which was Allen Rayfield and Season Ammons. Then 
we toured later on. Shawn Hartung, myself and Scott 
(Rockwood) went to Texas and we did a little mini-tour 
with Season and Allen.” 


Ammons is eyeing the studio again with producer 
Dave Percefull, and Padron is on board to be a part 
of the new album. “(He) just brings the best out of 
the musicians,” Padron says of past experiences with 
Percefull. “(He) made it so easy to be creative and he 
gets the job done without going down any rabbit holes, 
which is a big deal in the studio.” 


How does Padron succeed in having a playing style 
that melds with multiple genres of music? “When I 
was coming up, the difference between me and a lot of 
drummers that I met, I was always the youngest guy 
in the band,” he says. 


“Now it’s not so much. But I was always prepared to 
play drums. I was never one that liked to do a lot of 
breaks and a lot of fancy (fills), just going crazy on 
drums. I wanted to learn styles, so for me, I was 
able to hear the difference between the blues in the 
Delta and the blues in Chicago and the blues in New 
York and the blues in Miami. Jazz the same thing, 
rock the same thing. I was able to hear those regional 
differences and even city differences. 


“And then, when I got into congas, I started studying 
different regions in Cuba, and that made it even 
bigger. The differences became so apparent that when 
I play with different people, I pick up on it. Since I 
studied styles and fields, I can fall right in. I’ve been 
doing it for so many years, you can hear a break 
coming, and you can hear a change coming. And since 
I’m singing backups with them, I have a good idea as 
to what’s happening in the songs.” 


He adds: “For me to prepare (for a gig), if somebody 
tells me, ‘Hey, we’re going to do a straight-ahead jazz 
gig,’ ’l put some jazz on. I listen to straight-ahead jazz 
and I try to just suck that in for about an hour before 
the gig. My prep is not really a physical thing, it’s more 
audio so that I’m prepared mentally for what’s coming 
and I can just call on memory to play these things.” 


Padron has a theory about why he received his first 
set of drums so young. “My uncle wanted to bother my 
mum. There’s a picture hovering around somewhere 


of me in diapers, and my uncle’s pulling up his drum 
set out of a box. My mum says I was always beating 
on pots and pans, always hitting things with sticks 
the whole time.” 


At 11, Padron began to take percussion more seriously, 
playing and practicing in various bands. 


“I always told myself I would never, ever become a 
professional drummer because it’s such a humble life. 
At 17, Iwas already making money playing and I never 
wanted to do it for a living. At about the age of 22, I had 
become a stockbroker. I tried to do everything. But at 
22,1 knew that this was what I was going to do for the 
rest of my life—be a drummer. 


“Throughout my 47 years, I have fought (being a 
musician) three or four times and I’m miserable. I 
finally realized that it wasn’t about the money, it was 
about what I was supposed to be doing. Ever since 
then, it’s a lot easier to be happy. ’m passionate 
about playing and I love what I do, so I’m a very lucky 
individual.” 


From living in Spain as a child and building roots in 
Miami to making the pilgrimage to Nashville, Padron 
isn’t too shy to talk about what went right and what 
went wrong. “I moved to Nashville at right about 22. I 
was one of only three conga players and percussionists 
that were working all the time. Congas were really 
easy for me because it was part of my heritage being 
Cuban, or of Cuban descent. My parents are both 
from Cuba, so the congas just came naturally.” 


After a few years, Padron found himself in the middle 
of a personal vendetta that left him blacklisted from 
studio sessions. A friend encouraged him to take a 
break, clear his head, and join him on vacation in 
Destin. 


“That was 22 years ago, and I fell in love with this 
place. I saw Donnie Sundal playing which blew my 
mind, and I] just sat in on congas. I’m like, ‘Yeah, let’s

do this,’ this is an amazing experience. And we had 
just a great time. And I met my wife at Tib’s Seafood 
Café.” 


Two weeks later, he was calling Destin home. 


“What I truly find in most of the musicians (in Destin), 
I call them friends. We are super supportive. We love 
what we do, and we support those that have the 
same feeling. It doesn’t matter if they’re a beginner 
or like Mark Gillespie doing worldwide tours. We 
appreciate each other, and we support each other as 
a community. 


“When I lived in Nashville, I was just a rung on a 
ladder. I met so many musicians that I thought I could 
be friends with, and they would always look through 
me. They don’t realize that the community, the music 
community, is beautiful. That’s what we got here in 
Destin. I don’t think anybody is trying to cut anybody’s 
throat. We’re not trying to take people’s gigs, we’re 
trying to support what it is that we have. I’ve been 
shown a lot of love by a lot of musicians here, and I 
reciprocate. If I can help anybody, I will.” 


Padron has picked up another gig, teaching music 
at the Destin School of the Arts located at the Destin 
United Methodist Church. “It’s really special,” he says. 
“I’ve been there since the inception, and everybody 
there is good people. It’s a wholesome environment, a 
great place for all levels and all ages to learn.” 


With the school, Padron is seeing the emergence of 
programs that bring music therapy to the elderly and 
drum circles aimed at underprivileged members of the 
community. 


Any given week, you have multiple opportunities to 
find Padron performing with area musicians. But his 
hope is to one day put together a full Afro-Cuban jazz 
band. It’s just a matter of finding the right players— 
especially horns—and a venue ready to take the leap 
with him.

This previously unreleased 
recording comes from original three-track analog 
tapes “found” in Garner’s archives. The 16 tracks 
feature familiar American Songbook, cinema and 
jazz classics—“Where or When,” “Laura,” “On Green 
Dolphin Street” (apparently mandatory for all jazz 
instrumentalists), “Night and Day,” and others. 
Curiously, Garner’s most famous composition,

“Misty,” is missing. What’s not missing is Garner’s 
signature keyboard work, every song fully controlled 
and joyfully interpreted. Worth staying up for.

Under clear skies, dotted with the 
lingering smell of barbecue, Michelle 
Malone rocked The Hub stage for 
an all-ages audience. Malone and 
her four-piece band are on tour 
promoting her new album Slings 
and Arrows. 


With her easy laugh and warm 
repertoire, Malone primarily stuck 
to original tunes. There was one 
notable exception. “It took a dark 
turn, I really liked it,” she said as 
let the opening segment of “Eleanor 
Rigby” speak for itself. The well- 
traveled Beatles song felt like a 
southern gothic siren’s call due to 
the changes in the arrangement. 


Accentuated by a few high kicks 
and lot of foot stomping, Malone 
seemed to physically feel every bit 
of the music. She possesses a soul-

But there’s more to Malone than her 
voice.

ECCAC’s Therapy Dogs are 
Doggone Awesome 


Step into the world of a therapy 
dog. They say a dog is man’s best 
friend, but in this case it’s a matter of 
numerous dogs being many kids’ best 
friends. Meet the trained therapy dogs 
and their owner-handlers who help 
kids at both Emerald Coast Children’s 
Advocacy Centers in Okaloosa and 
Walton Counties. 


Jacqui Broadus, a Mental Health 
Therapist with ECCAC, and a 
Registered Pet Partners Therapist at 
the center, took the lead in pet therapy 
programs beginning in 2010. That’s 
when she brought Riley, an adorable 
Maltese and Registered Pet Partner, to 
ECCAC in Niceville to work with the 
kids. 


Flash forward to 2018. From 
rescue dogs to championship AKC 
competition dogs, there are now nine 
trained therapy dogs, along with their 
owners, who make regular volunteer 
visits each week to kids at both 
the Niceville center, and the Pierce 


Family Children’s Advocacy Center in 
DeFuniak Springs. 


The therapy dogs and their owners have 
completed various training programs 
to ensure a positive experience with 
the kids receiving services at both 
centers. Along with many attaining 
AKC Good Citizenship Training, 
most are also members of People and 
Animals Lending Support (PALS), and 
are registered owner-pet teams with 
Intermountain Therapy Animals (ITA) 
and the Therapy Patient Connections 
(TPC) local affiliate ITA group. And 
the therapy dogs have a required $2 
million liability insurance policy. 


“The therapy dogs and their owners 
just absolutely warm my heart,” says 
ECCAC CEO Julie Hurst-Porterfield. 
“When Jacqui Broadus brought Riley 
into the lives of ECCAC children, little 
did she know she would help create 
a legacy and new world of hope for 
children. On behalf of ECCAC, we 
thank the handler-owners and their 
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dogs for their invaluable work and time 
spent with the kids. And, amazingly, 
it is all a volunteer effort by these 
dedicated people and their dogs.” 


ECCAC’s mission is to prevent child 
abuse and neglect, protect children 
in Okaloosa and Walton Counties and 
restore the lives and futures of these 
impacted children and their families. 
Their child-friendly centers house 
a multidisciplinary team of child 
protection personnel, prosecutors, law 
enforcement, DCF, therapists, ECCAC 
staff and volunteers. 


The 501(c)(3) nonprofit organization 
has provided services at no cost to 
over 11,000 children in the past 17 
years. They raise 60 percent of their 
annual $1.3 million budget for the 
two centers through special events, 
private donations and community- 
sponsored fundraisers. The remainder 
is generated through grant requests 
and governmental funding.

Mexican Treats, 
Over the Boardwalk 


My family and | ate lunch at Rockin’ 
Tacos on arecent post-Fourth weekend. 
The menu remains the same all day. 
The full bar offers a wide selection of 
drinks, including flights of tequilas, 
island cocktails, sangria and beers. 


If you've visited The Boardwalk, 
you know there are several levels, 
reachable by elevator (or stairs). 
There’s beachfront seating, a fine view, 
and playground equipment for the kids 
on the ground floor. Rockin’ Tacos 
is on the second floor, impossible to 
miss. It’s big, airy (there was a pleasant 
circulating breeze the day we went), 
and has plenty of tables. 


A large staff of managers, hosts, and 
waiters keeps things moving without 
resorting to herding tactics. You can 
sit inside where it’s slightly shadier, or 
take advantage of the patio to get a view 
of the water. We sat inside, near a patio 
entrance that gave us even more of the 
breeze. 


Our server (Sara) brought us menus, 
chips and salsa, took drink orders, 
and left us to consider our choices. 


The brightly colored bill of fare 
offers appetizers, quesadillas, house 
specialties, burritos, fajitas, build- 


your-own tacos, salads, burgers, and 
sides. It’s posted on the restaurant’s 
website, and you might want to do 
some reconnaissance before you go. 


The generous serving (two containers) 
of red salsa was mild, tangy, fresh- 
tasting (lots of cilantro, which I like), 
and of a smoother consistency, which 


is a nice change from chunky. In case 
you want yours hotter, I counted six 
bottles of pepper sauce on the table. 


We ordered a starter of guacamole. 
They have two options, a tableside 
preparation and a side order prepared 
in the kitchen. My wife and I love 
guacamole, but our daughter Grace 
is not so fond, so we passed on the 
tableside version (our server told us 
the recipes were the same) and got the 
side order. There was still enough to 
take almost half of it home for later; 
we always take a travel sized cooler on 
dining reviews. 


I had scanned the menu online, and 
noticed under house specialties that 
they had gator tacos. I enjoy gator, 
and it’s hard to pass up when I see it. I 
like the meat’s slightly chewy texture— 
which reminds me of frog leg—and 
its affinity for pungent seasonings. 
Sounded tailor-made for a taco. 


My wife ordered steak tacos, also a 
specialty. Grace ordered her fallback— 
cheese quesadillas. She’s at a cautious 
age when it comes to trying new 
things—never a problem in her early 
years—and she had a loose tooth to 
boot. 


The guacamole arrived, also in two 
containers. It was predominantly 
smooth, with small chunks to help get 
a grip on the corn chips. Either it or 
the red salsa (maybe both) had a dose 
of garlic. It needed no additional sauce, 
and we ended up taking half home for 
supper. 


GRILL & 
TEQUILA BAR 


Other appetizers are Mexican Street 
Corn—grilled corn on the cob with 
aioli and queso fresco, avocado fries, 
flautas and either traditional cheese 
or “Rockin” nachos with chicken and 
shrimp. There’s also tortilla or taco 
salad. 


Our entrees came, just in time for the 
last of our corn chips to disappear. I 
got two fat, overstuffed gator tacos, 
full of slaw, with lightly fried, crisp, 
hot and tender gator bites spilling over 
the edges. There’s a drizzle (not a pool, 
thankfully) of aioli, with lime wedges 
and green onions to add an extra tang. 


The beef in the steak taco was 
exceptionally tender and flavorful, 
served likewise with slaw and aioli, 
and tart pico de gallo over the top. 
Both came with seasoned Spanish rice. 
Grace ate about half of her quesadilla, 
which accompanied the guacamole 
home with us. 


Other menu choices include ground 
beef, fried or blackened fish, chicken, 
shrimp or crab tacos, chicken, ground 
beef, pork or steak burritos, fajitas with 
steak, chicken or shrimp, customizable 
tacos, salads and burgers. A full third 
of the menu is devoted to margaritas, 
mojitos and cocktails, including one 
called La Avocolada, with avocado 
blended pina colada-style. 


There was no dessert available that 
day, though I’ve seen online photos 
of tres leches cake and flan. Ask the 
servers - they know best. 
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Beachcomber has recently reviewed 
several restaurants at The Boardwalk 
on Okaloosa Island. As touristy as 
The Boardwalk looks—and it can 
look very touristy—you’re missing 
out if you don’t give some of its dining 
establishments a try, even in the high 
season.
